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PRESIDENT’S COLUMN 


by Dr. A. H. GarceLon 

In perusing the numerous letters 
concerning the sleeving or blocking of 
barrels there is apparently a misunder- 
standing as to the problem. We have 
a rule now that is clear and concise 
and we must abide by it until the 


Directors meet at their annual meet- 
ing. The Directors may then change 
it if they feel it is a bad rule. In the 
meantime in fairness to all of our 
membership, all of our shooters must 
live with it in registered tournaments. 
Exceptions for a few simply cannot be 
tolerated in a sport such as ours. 

I hope that the membership will 
give this serious problem sober con- 
sideration, understand the implications 
of a change, then express your thoughts 
to your Directors so when we do meet 
the problem can be worked out. For 
the sake of the future of the benc- 
rest shooting sport as we know it, 
don’t let selfish motives or self-centered 
thinking be the basis of your expres- 
sion of opinion. 

One recent letter from a gunsmith 
emphasized this. He suggests we allow 
sleeves or blocks to enclose and be 
fastened to the barrel for 3 inches in 
front of the receiver ring. Then, once 
this new rule is established we hold 
to it. The inconsistency of this sug- 


gestion is self-apparent. We have a 
rule. There are attempts being made 
to circumvent it now. By what stretch 
of the imagination can one base the 
thought that this new rule would solve 
our problem; that we would not have 
those among us who would not try to 
evade the new rule? 

I recently viewed two sleeved ac- 
tions, at least 12 inches long support- 
ing and strengthening the barrel, both 
attached to the barrel with epoxy. I 
also viewed a Heavy Varmint gun 
with a magnesium sleeve encasing the 
action and barrel its full length and 
supporting and strengthening the ba- 
rel by filling the area between bar- 
rel and sleeve with epoxy. The gun 
is equipped with a balsa wood stock 
meeting the rule on stocks, and it 
makes the weight in the Heavy Var- 
mint class. It shoots sensationally. 

I have another letter. In it the 
author says the rule on barrel total 
weight on the Heavy Varmint gun also 
is clear. He states he has a Heavy Var- 
mint class rifle, but it is six ounces 
overweight even though he has skele- 
tonized stock and everything else that 
he can. He feels he should be allowed 
to shoot this gun in registered tour- 
naments in spite of the weight rule. 
It cost him $425.00. He continues that 
if guns equipped with sleeves or blocks 
that are fastened to the barrel thus 
strengthening and at the same time 
increasing the dimensions are allow- 
able, he should be allowed to shoot 
this overweight gun because it isn’t 
his fault that the gun is overweight. 
His basic problem is scope. He bought

CHOOSING A STOCK 


by Bos STINEHOUR 


Ever since man began matching 
wood to metal to make a firearm he 
has experimented with different kinds 
of wood, from Adam and Eve’s apple 
tree to lignum vitae. 

No one can say for certain which 
type of wood is best for a rifle stock. 
The wood must be chosen according 
to the use planned for the firearm. 
When building a rifle for a particular 
purpose wood for stocking must be 
chosen with the same care used in 
determining other components. 

A primary stocking consideration ts 
weight. What do we want for weight 


" 


in the finished rifle? If weight is not 
a factor then we automatically need 
not worry about figure. Whatever 
figure desired can be attained. We 
must keep in mind that with figure 
we gain weight — the more figure 
the more weight. 

At the sawmill there are two methods 
of cutting blanks useful in making rifle 
stocks. We may either quarter saw or 
board saw. Quarter sawing is_per- 
ferable. A well quarter sawed blank 
is usually more stable and free of 
movement in the finished rifle than 
a board sawed blank. However, at

times a blank that is not well on the 
quarter saw is susceptable to as much 
movement as some board sawed blanks. 
By not being well on the quarter saw 
we mean a blank that is half way 
between quarter sawed and_ board 
sawed. Such sawing puts what should 
be the top or bottom of the stock half 
way between board sawing and 
quarter sawing. The result is that the 
finished stock might, along with having 
side movement, be very apt to have 
upward and downward movement, 
depending upon how the grain runs 
in the forend. 


The method of quarter sawing rifle 
blanks is more wasteful than board 
sawing, but if a log is a real good 
log it is best to- have a small number 
of real good stocks by quarter sawing 
than to have two or three n.ore 
stocks not nearly as valuable from the 
same wood by board sawing. 


Just this winter we had a blank 
come in that was board sawed. It was 
a pretty thing. It would have been 
worth at least $100, the price that 
good French Walnut is going for to- 
day, had it been quarter sawed instead 
of board sawed. 

The most desired rifle blank, in my 
opinion, is one with crotch or feather 
in the butt and one that is well-match- 
ing on both sides. This means that 
it has been well quarter sawed in run- 
ning through the pistol grip to 
straighter wood out through the for- 
end, preferably with the grain going 
upwards toward the barrel. 

French circassian or claro seem to be 
preferred in the finer rifle stocks, al- 
though I have seen many stocks in my 
shop of American  circassian that 
quality wise for densness and every- 
thing else were as good as most of 
the French. It seems that most of the 
good rifle blanks, regardless of their 
source are priced far out of propor- 
tion to other things today. 

When I began whittling gun hand- 
les the best stick that could be bought 
cost $35 or $40 tops. Now, even a 
mediocre blank runs $40 to $65. 

There are three woods that are 
usually lighter than walnut. These are 
yamma, mahogany and butternut. I 
have had very little experience with 
yamma and for that reason will not 
comment on it. The mahogany and 
butternut, in my opinion, are too soft 
by themselves in a stock. I have never 
used butternut in laminated blanks, 
but mahogany laminated with woods 
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such as walnut, birch and cherry works 
very well. 

I have mentioned three woods that 
are lighter than most of the walnuts. 
Now we'll go to the woods that are 
for the most part, heavier than the 
walnuts. These are cherry, maple and 
birch. There are other woods that are 
used and they are probably perfectly 
practical for gun stocks, but in this 
article we mention only those woods 
which we have used and with which 
we are familiar. 


when I started bench rest shooting in 
1953. It is not hard nowadays to build 
field varmint rifles with maximums of 
nine and a half or 10 pounds that 
will shoot woodchuck as well as the 
14 pound jobs did some years ago. 

When we think of the competition 
firearm today we almost automatically 
think of laminated stocks. We will dis- 
cuss some of them now. 

The big percentage of competition 
rifles today in practically all classes 
have laminated blanks. I believe this

Getting back to the problems of 
weight we must remember that there 
are unusual individual blanks which 
will be lighter than average in any 
particular kind of wood. Sometime 
back I stocked a rifle in cherry which 
finished out very light weight in a fine, 
stable stock. On the other hand I had 
one this winter in very well — figured 
French that was a very light stock. I 
didn’t get to put it on the scales, but 
I’m sure the finished stock did not 
weight over 1.5 pounds. 

Perhaps the younger fellows reading 
this will think the author is a nut on 
this weight business, but older shoot- 
ers know that a nine pound sporter 
climbing steep mountains all day can 
begin to feel like 16 pounds come four 
in the afternoon. I ,used to say that 
when I was too tired to carry a nine 
pound rifle, I’d quit hunting, but for 
some time now my maximum has been 
seven pounds. When I have to carry 
a rifle over seven pounds, then I will 
quit hunting. My own little sporter 
weights under seven pounds, scope 
and sling, and we have made several 
sporters that would not gross over 
seven and a quarter with no problem 
at all to get minute of angle accuracy 
out of even some of the fairly large 
calibers. 

With the improvement in barrels, 
bullets, primers, powder and _ other 
equipment in the last few years it’s 
no longer necessary to carry a 12 or 14 
pound varmint rifle. The varmint rifles 
in the 13% pound class today are 
shooting better aggregates than we 
shot with the unlimited guns back 
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is mainly because, unless one has a 
special source of getting wider blanks, 
it is just practically impossible any- 
more to get blanks wider than 21% or 
3 inches, which are necessary for com- 


“petition. 


We went to laminated blanks some 
years ago because it was believed we 
needed more stability in the wood. It 
is my opinion that with all the im- 
provements and knowledge we have 
gained of bedding and other things 
that we could go back to the solid 
blanks good solid blanks, stable blanks, 
in the competition rifles today and do 
just as well as we do with the lamin- 
ated blanks. 

I think it’s safe to say that the most 
popular laminated blank is the all- 
walnut blank. The all-walnut blanks 
have the advantage of being more uni- 


form than mixed-wood laminated 
blanks. The mixed-wood laminated 
blanks work fully as well, but take 


more doing to come out with a good 
stocking job due to the difference in 
density and texture of the varied woods 
in some blanks.

A rifle that is stocked in a varied 
lamination blank should be stocked 
slower. In other words, in my opinion, 
it should not be inleted, like say in 
one day. The inleting process should 
take some time. It could be inleted 
down close to final and then left to 
set for some time before the final bed- 
ding giving the woods a chance to 
stress relieve. As a matter of fact I 
believe this more or less pertains to all 
woods. More so of course to the varied 
laminated stock, but a stock should be 
partially inleted, the outside worked 
and laid up for awhile, and then 
worked some more, laid up for awhile 
again, and finished. I believe the 
slower the stage of working the stock, 
the finer the finished product. 

The best shooting rifles that I have 
turned out have been rifles that did 
not have any finish applied to the in- 
side of them for a full season. I’ve 
left the wood bare, using only lamp 
black on the receiver and any touch- 
ing parts. I have then fired the rifle 
in a match, in an aggregate or in a 
session of practice following which I 
disassemble the rifle, scraped the high 
spots, re-lamp blacked all the bare 
spots to make the lamp black uniform 
again, reassembled and then went on 
to the next match. This system is al- 
most a must to my way of thinking in 
a rifle blank of varied lamination. 

I don’t think it’s unreasonable to 
expect as much as three or four thou- 
sands difference in shrinkage between 
some of the woods such as the dif- 
ference between walnut, maple and 
mahogany. If anyone does not agree 
let him completely finish a varied lam- 
inated stock of those woods and in 
less than a week run his finger over 
the blank where the different woods 
laminate and feel the protrusion. 
Done in this manner both inside an 
out, after about the third or fourth 
time the wood should remain stable 
(there should be no more shrinkage) 
and from then on it would hold like 
one piece of solid wood. 

With the exception of cases where 
the real soft woods are predominant 
in the bedding areas such as a solid 
piece of butternut or mahogany, a 
stock should remain stable just as the 
action or barrel remains stable if com- 
mon sense practices are used in the 
inleting and providing the bedding is 
properly done. It has always been one

simple directions of the basic mech- 
anics of reloading for a specific type 
of firearm including pictures and de- 
scriptions of tools and components. 


The second minor section covers load- 
ing data for various individual cart- 
ridges. 

The loading data sections are color 
coded too with the maximum loads 
differentiated from the suggested start- 
ing loads. This should serve as an ad- 
ditional caution to the careless loader. 

The section for muzzle loaders ex- 
plains black powder in its various 
forms — patch and ball fit, bullet 
moulds, cleaning the muzzle loader, 
loading the revolver, the rifle, the 
musket, and also the shotgun. 

The reference section should be of 
interest as a review to the experienced 
reloader as well as supplying the begin- 
ner with essential basic knowledge. 

The handbook presents an explan- 
ation of the various factors in the 
“pressure” picture. It speaks of pow- 
ders, their selection and care, It ex- 
plains cases, annealing and trimming. 
It also includes primers and_ bullets, 
both cast and jacketed. 

All in all the book is one that all 
interested in handloading should have 
in their library as a reference. 


PRECISION SHOOTHISTORY 


by Dermot REILLY 


.22 RIM FIRE HIGH 
SPEED MATCH AMMO 


Pre-war small vore shooters will re- 
call .22 long rifle high speed match 
ammunition. Remington “Palma High 
Speed Kleenbore”, Peters ‘“Wimble- 
don Match” and Winchester “Preci- 
sion 200” were three such brands 
available. 

Although their advertising was di- 
rected to long range match competi- 
tors, extreme wind sensitivity made 
them unsuitable for outdoor use at 
over 50 yards. The combination of the 
N.R.A.’s loss of interest in 200 yard 
small bore, and competitors’ recogni- 
tion of the ammunition’s limitations 
dried up the demand and they were 
soon discontinued. 

Actually this ammunition did do 
something better than any standard 
velocity stuff could, and if that super- 
iority had been generally recognized 
(or properly ballyhooed) it is this 
writer’s guess that it would still be on 
the market. 

The high speed stuff got out of the 
barrel a little faster, and thereby pro- 
vided a slight but definite advantage 
in gallery position shooting. It is also 
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probablg that the ideal conditions ac- 
curacy of high speed match types is 
potentially superior to that of 
standard velocity ammo of equal 
quality, because a slower twist will 
stabilize it. Standard velocity .22 long 
rifles fired in a barrel rifled for .22 
shorts will not quite stay on the paper 
at 50 feet. High speed .22 long rifles 
will just about stay in the scoring 
rings. 

The foregoing prompts the sugges- 
tion that Remington or Winchester 
make up a fresh lot of high speed 
precision .22 Lr’s for tests in 17, 18 
and 19 inch twist barrels. 


LONG SHOT 

In 1925 or thereabouts this inquirer 
read, and swallowed without a twitch 
of the Adam’s apple, an account of a 
string of seven consecutive hits on a 
barrel head at a distance of a mile 
reportedly fired by W.M. Farrow with 
a .50 calibre rifle using 590 grain two- 
section hard-nose, soft-base, lead alloy 
bullets. 

More 1000 yard target jerking and 
1000 yard pit officer duty than has 
been the lot of 99.9% of all shooters, 
plus a little arithmetic, have convinced 


me that the odds against the accom- 
plishment of such a feat in any reason- 
able number of attempts are semi- 
astronomical. However, the detail in 
which the bullets were described in- 
dicates that this was not a yarn “made 
of whole cloth” and it seems probable 
that, like most tall tales, it has some 
basis in fact, and that the true version 
is a story worthy of a place in shoot- 
ing history.

AUSTRALIAN NATIONAL BENCH REST 
RIFLE CHAMPIONSHIPS — 1967 


by Harry Mappen, President 
Enclosed are the results. of our 
Australian National Benchrest Cham- 
pionships. Although we have quite a 
long way to go yet before we approach 
American standards of _ benchrest 
shooting, we are not quite as bad as 

these scores would make us appear. 
On the day we held our shoot (11th 
June) eleven inches of rain fell be- 
tween 9 a.m. in the morning and 10 
p.m. that same evening, an average of 
almost an inch an hour, with gusty 
winds at times getting up to 20 and 
occasionally 30 miles an hour. Al- 
though the benches are covered with 
a roof twelve feet wide, the wind was

blowing the rain in onto the shooters 
and their equipment. At no time dur- 
ing the shoot did it actually stop rain- 
ing, and at times it was falling in 
torrents. In fact no day in June has 
ever recorded such a high rainfall in 
the history of Brisbane. 
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We had considerable difficulty in 
keeping the targets on the frames, 
and when they were brought back to 
be measured, they had to be handled 
carefully to prevent them falling to 
pieces in some cases. Measurement on 
some targets could not be made to 
closer tolerances than a hundredth of 
an inch. 

Nevertheless the morale of the com- 
petitors was high, and all accepted the 
appalling weather conditions with a 
good natured sportsmanship of the 
kind we trust will always be typical 
of members of the “Sporting Shooters 
Association”. Queensland is generally 
known as the “Sunshine State’, and 


I can assure you we Queenslanders 
took quite a ribbing, all in good fun, 
from the other State visitors. 

There were ten competitors in the 
Sporting and Open Benchrest classes, 
and nine in the Varmint class. Mrs. 
Sybil Wilson who was to have com- 


peted in the Varmint class had to 
withdraw, as the rain was increasing 
in intensity and her husband had to 
be back in Sydney that evening; they 
left in case the airport became closed. 

“Our rules differ slightly from yours 
in America, but they were taken large- 
ly from your N.B.R.S.A. rules and 
modifications made to suit our re- 
quirements. The weights differ by 
half a pound in the Sporting and 
Varmint classes, being 10 and 14 
pounds. We could not see any reason 
for half pounds being included; even 
10 pounds is heavier than the majority 
of sporting rifles used in the field in 
Australia. I am curious to know how 
the weights and barrel dimensions 
were arrived at in your rules. 

“Barrel restrictions we also elimina- 
ted, as it was considered that the law 
ensured that nothing shorter than 
eighteen inches would be used... . . 
As benchrest shooting is a continuing 
search for better accuracy; and im- 
proved accuracy could well be the 
result of a design, different from the 
standard or accepted barrel contour, 
we decided to eliminate this rule as 
an unnecessary restriction, and came 
to the conclusion that two factors, 
the weight of the rifle, and that it 
must comply with safety rules, were 
the only limiting factors required, ex- 
cept for stock dimensions and we are 
in thorough agreement with your 
specifications, that the stock not 
exceed a width of 3 inches at any 
point, although a greater width may 
have some slight advantage on the 
bench, it could never be anything but 
a hinderance in the field. 

“We lumped the Sporting and Light 
Varmint classes together under Sport- 
ing Rifle, as a majority of sporting 
rifles in Australia are .22 calibre, as 
we have very little heavy game here. 
But this could be changed in the fu- 
ture if there is a demand for a Sport- 
ing class of larger calibre than .22. 
Your minimum calibre allowed in the 
Sporting class is .23, and the calibre 
that consistently wins this class is the 
6 x 47 m.m. wildcat; is it considered 
that this cartridge would be more ef- 
fective on game than either the .220 
Swift or .22-250 Remington loaded 
with 60 or 63 grain bullets?”

an expensive scope on the basis of an 
ad specifying an exact weight by the 
manufacturer only to find the scope 
weight was not as stated. His gun was 
built in the meantime. Who is to 
blame? Now he cannot shoot it in com- 
petition because of the weight rule. 
Isn’t this request as reasonable as 
that from another shooter who had a 
gun made up with a sleeve or a block 
contrary to the rule other shooters ob- 
serve and obey? Doesn’t this member 
of our fine association have as much 
right to object to a rule as written 
and request permission to evade it in 
the name of progress, experimentation 
or venturesomeness? He argues that 
what is fair or one is fair for others. 
The newer members, many of whom 
shoot the, Varmint Class guns, per- 
haps were not about when the 
squabble over the use of machine rests 
began. It hurt our sport immeasur- 
ably. The result is that the Heavy 
Bench Gun competition is almost a 
thing of the past. I hope that we will 
be able to revive this area of our sport. 
The point is, however, can NBRSA 
afford another internal fight? I don’t

BIG HOLES FOR HIGHER SCORES ? ? ? 


by GHuck LAWLEY 

With the popularity of our new 
“Hunter” matches really growing and 
since matches are won on a _ point 
system rather than group size measure- 
ment I’m certain much thought is being 
given to the caliber to use. I know 
that last year when I decided that my 
.243 Win., while quite successful, just 
wasn’t going to “cut the mustard” in 
1967,, the caliber to choose for a new 
gun was about the most difficult deci- 
sion I had to make. My H.V. gun 
(I was new to B.R. shooting last 
year) is a .308 and I like it. I also 
like the idea of big bullet holes and 
immediately thought that the bigger 
the hole the more points would be 
scored. For a moment I even thought 
of writing Elmer Keith to determine 
whether he might have a .69 caliber 
cartridge designed for low velocity for 
use by women on small, sick elephants. 
In other words the size of a big hole 
being punched, for a while, had me 
rather mesmerized. 

Getting sensible??? for a while, I 
soon realized there is a bit more to it 
than a big hole. Upon first thought 
we immediately believe that the ad- 
vantage offered is the difference in 


the diameter of the bullets. Of course 
this isn’t so, because the advantage 
offered is only half the difference as 
the cart shows. 

The next thought that comes to 
mind and is the crux of the entire 
matter is that the real advantage of 
a larger caliber can only be realized 
if we have two rifles capable of shoot- 
ing the same size groups. For example, 
if we have a .243 and a .308 that each 
average say .500” under all conditions, 
then and only then, will the advantage 
of the .308 become apparent. If the 
.243 should average .400” and the .30 
cal. under the same conditions aver- 
age .500” — Forget it — you’ve gained 
only 33 thousandths by hole size, but 
given away 67 thousandths to the bet- 
ter grouping gun. 

To go to an extreme caliber we 
might even comtemplate the large .375 
H & H which some people tell us 
will shoot with the 30’s. Here we have 
an advantage, hole — wise, of 66 
thousandths, but where ‘do we find a 
375 rifle and bullets that can match 
a 6mm? Even the sight and thought 
of such a cartridge being used in a 
“Hunter” shoot would make the husk-

Bench rest shooters using any one 
of the .222 Rem. family (.222, .222'/, 
.223, .222Mag.) may be interested in 
the following tabulation of data that 
I worked up using my heavy .222 and

ditions and the data shown are for 
ten five-shot groups at 100 yards for 
each load. 

You can draw your own conclusions 
but as far as I can see the loads I 


used are pretty much of a standoff.

A third gun in .222 caliber (twelve 
groups each load) gave an average of

It would be nice if more bench 
shooters would report their load ver- 
sus group size experiences. All we are 
able to get is a lot of verbal gobble- 
degook or single load data from the 
poop sheets which are not always cor- 
rect. There aren’t enough real experi- 
menters in our ranks who have the 
guts to publish their results! Some- 
times I get the distinct notion there 
is a lot of follow the leader stuff going 
on and this is not for me. I use other 
shooter’s loads only as a guide to my 
own.

iest of us tremble and shake. Note the 
photo and erase that one. On second 
thought it’s not inconceivable that some 
one can design or dream up a huge 
caliber gun shooting not too heavy a 
bullet at low velocity that might be 
extremely accurate. Here the big hole 
would rack up many points. But now 
we have problems of recoil, jump, 
time of flight, sectional density and 
good bullets to think about.

Here’s a chart of things I believe 
must be considered.

Remember, in the above, considera- 
tions are based on a 10 Ib. gun ready 
to shoot and at 100 yds. 

Note, if we throw out cost of shoot- 
ing and barrel life our score is three 
to two in favor of the 6mm. I kinda 
believe from looking around that just 
as a .22 will outshoot a 6x47, that the 
6mm will probably be a bit more ac- 
curate than a .30. I believe, too that 
on a windy variable day I’d shoot the 
.30 against the 6mm. 

Here are a few statistics garnered 
from this year’s first shoot at Council 
Cup. These were obtained from mea- 
suring my 12 targets. I realize they 
may not even come close to what 
would be representative of what other 
shooters find and are given only as a

At Council Cup we shoot six mat- 
ches in different relays so that one 
usually is shooting the six sessions be- 
tween 1:00 and 4:30 P.M. Being sub- 
jected to conditions that vary vastly 
from lst to last match doesn’t make 
perfect scores a cinch. 


My prediction is that under per- 


fect conditions a 250 will show up 
and I believe I’d bet on a 6mm to do 
it first. As for 250-50X’s, this means 
25 shots at varying intervals of time 
(relays) must average .536” perfectly 
centered around the dot. This ought 
to happen about as frequently as a 
guy making two holes in-ones-consecu- 
tively.
